Hello and welcome to the first AYF intemal Discussion Bulletin. 
This Bulletin ie a result of several international meetings, lots of 
weeks of strenuous work on my & others parts and the need to 
commit ourselves (aka NYAYF) to yet another tedious project, so 
` we hope you ike it But before we give ourselves praise, here's the 
lowdown on what you now hold before you. 


it was decided in Minneapolis, at the LOVE & RAGE conference 
AYF mini-gethering that the AYF page would no longer be run in 
PROFANE EXISTENCE (due to space constraints), but instead 
would be shifted over to LOVE & RAGE. Furthermore, the page 
would be produced by NYAYF. To help make the page more 
democratic, a body of representatives would be set up, and they 
would help with decisions, updates on news, contributions and all 
the other stuff that goes into producing a monthly page. 
Unfortunately, this group has not yet been formed, due to people 
not having their shit together. Hopefully, it wil come together real 
soon, as the network is expanding hyper-fast, and we're having a 
hell of a ime keeping up with what's going on. 


in any case, It was decided that in order to make the page the 
best it could be, some kind of Internal Bulletin would be created, 
and the stuff for the page would be pulled from there (at least, 
that's our unde . This followed a call by several local 
chapters (WCFF, AAN & NYAYF) to create such a bulletin so we 
could discuss matters of internal importance, and develop our 
Political analysis. Several groups have volunteered for this task, but 
I'd like to say that it’s easier for us in NYC to produce It for a few 
reasons. The first is that we're already producing the AYF page, so 
its not much trouble to put a bit of extra work into a bulletin (& it 
helps us find content for the page). The second, NYC has a large 
anarchist community, and has LOVE & RAGE, so information 
about what's going on all over the world we hear about right when 
it happens. Third, we have computers, copy capabilities and a 
group large enough to support regular production of a bulletin. 
And finally, we see it as important to the network and are eager to 
get it out H the AYF decides at a future meeting to move 
Production to another location, we'll be happy to give up the 
responsibility, but for now It makes strategic sense in my eyes to 
tet NYAYF produce it. 


Okay, because the AYF meeting never happened at Youth Lib., 
quite a few of the dynamics of this bulletin are being set by us (like 
size, different sections, frequency, etc.). This definitely needs to be 
hammered out soon. Until then, we'd like to make this bulletin 
Bi-Monthly, with the next bulletin coming out on the last week of 
the second month (ie the March-April Bulletin wil come out in late 
February). As far as size, we'll leave that up to how much content 
there is (but we're going to try to keep empty space at a minimum 
to keep copying & mailing costs down). And in this issue, outlined 
are a few suggested sections (they are ANNOUNCEMENTS, 
NEWS, PROPOSALS, LOCAL REPORTS, AFFILIATE LIST and 
PUBLICATIONS). If you have suggestions for more, please send 
them. And it'd be great to see a letters page develop as well. (Oh, 
a lot of inspiration for this Bulletin is coming from the LOVE & 
RAGE DISCUSSION BULLETIN, which has definitely helped that 
network grow and thrive). 


Other stuff to mention. In addition to the Bulletin, there are 
some supplements as well. A few are mentioned within (like stuff 
which was handed out at gatherings, etc.). But please take special 
notice of the 5 NYAYF fliers enclosed (What is @?, Class Struggle 
@, @-Feminism, What is AYF, & an Affiliate list (a bit outdated). 
They're part of the mass mailing we've been promising for months. 
H's finally completed, so tell us what you think about them and feel 
free to reproduce and distribute for your local. Also enclosed is the 
new LIFE'S A RIOT! distribution catalogue. The distro. features 


quite a few AYF fliers, and other organizing materials beneficial to local 
groups, so If you're starving for propaganda, order some stuff. (And some 
adverts are enclosed, if folks could please reproduce and pass them out, 
or find sympathetic fanzines who will run them). 


The anti-Columbus fier was produced by New York anarchist group 
AAA (Autonomous Anarchist Action) It’s pretty right on, so feel free to give 
it out in your area. 


Now that the logistics are out of the way, I'd (Dan) like to take this 
time to gripe ebout something which has been concerning me (these 
views are not necessarily those of others in NYAYF). It's buiding an AYF 
focus. If we are going to get anywhere, people are going to have to 
develop thelr theory a bit more, to supplement their action. if we do not 
devise coherent, realistic solutions to the world’s problems, it won't matter 
how much we “Fuck Shit Up” or throw bricks through windows. Nothing 
wil change. We need to start finding a real direction with this movement, 
and thinking strategically. What actions will reach the most people, and 
cause the most damage to the system? | urge everyone to read more, and 
think deeply, as freeing your mind is as much a part of revolution as guns 
& street fighting are. 


Further, after people develop their anarchist analysis, they should 
evaluate their actions. As Orville Redenbocker says, “Do one thing, and do 
it better than anybody”. Are the projects you are involved in really what is 
needed? Do we need another record distribution (when most people 
outside of punk don't even like the music, so the ideas will never reach 
their head)? How much will a new patch or T-shirt threaten the system? 
Will homebrewing serve to bring down the politicians, or do you do it 
because It’s fun and easy? 


| constantly get letters from people saying “I’m involved in blah, blah, 
blah and a milion other things”. And usually what ends up happening is a 
half-assed attempt at each one of those projects with the end result of 
none of them coming to fruition. That's how people get a rep as being 
unreliable. Again, at this point we should be building a movement and 
getting new people involved so they can take on the burden of projects, 
and we can put our all into that which is strategically important. I’m 
Probably going to get a lot of flak for this, but all | can say is THINK 
ABOUT IT. Does what I’m saying apply to you? 


The anarchist phoneline we were running has been shut down as our 
mainframe computer collapsed and we haven't got $500. to replace it We 
will when we can. Also, anyone know of a cool printer who will reproduce 
stickers cheap? If so, write! We're into doing another batch of stickers (the 
first ones sold out), but we our old printer can't do anymore. 


Finally, there’s money. Al costs for this bulletin are coming out of my 
pocket, and | really can’t afford it If people want to continue to receive 
this, | ask that they please send me $5. + a few stamps. This will get you 6 
issues of the bulletin mailed to you first class. That sounds reasonable to 
me, is it okay with you? If not, write and we’ negotiate.

BIG THINGS COME IN MINNE-PACKAGES:A REPORT 
ON THE MINNEAPOLIS LOVE & RAGE CONFERENCE 
AND THE AYF MINI-GATHERING

For those of you not already aware, LOVE & 
RAGE (the Revolutionary Anarchist Newsmonthty) held 
an anarchist organizing conference in Minneapolis 
June 26-July 1st it was dubbed “Governments Don't 
Fall By Themselves", and the focus was on improving/ 
continuing the LOVE & RAGE paper, as well as the 
network of groupe/supporters that have built up around 
the project. In April, NY-AYF put out a genera! proposal 
that AYF groups meet In Minneapolis for a mini- 
gathering to plan strategies for the future, but mostly to 
push the case for a monthly AYF page in LOVE & 
RAGE, and the tightening of involvement of AYF groups 
in the LOVE & RAGE network. (See separate article in 
proposals section. Also, the first AYF mini-gathering 
was held in Baltimore on January 27th). The proposal 
was circulated in the 2nd internal malling NY-AYF put 
out In April-May, and we got a generally good response 
to the idea. 


The conference went very well, with over 100 
people in attendance (Organizers estimate that about 
125 showed total). Of this, about 40-45 were AYFers. 
Very impressive (and unexpected), this shows that 
there is a general interest amongst the Federation in 
the project. i 


DAY 1:The first day there was a general agenda 
planning meeting, which most people showed up at. It 
was fairly boring, but none the less essential. Some 
arguments over whether or not a political statement was 
wanted/needed were brought up and quite a bit of 
slagging went on between rival factions. This was also 
the first of many examples of “ageism” when one 
AYFer against the political statement was told to “shut 
up and sit down” by an older @. My main concern was 
to get a time for the AYF mini-gathering reserved on the 
agenda. Example of ageism:Act Il. Despite calling 
months ahead of time on 3 or 4 occasions, and 
bringing It up at the agenda planning session, we were 
given the run around. People tried to stick us at times 
when other important workshops were listed, in places 
that would hardly sult our numbers. We left the meeting 
with no definite time or place. 


After lunch, there were workshops held on 


various topics. Some included Eastern Europe, Political 
Prisoners, Palestine, Latin American lib., Native American 
Sovereignty, Queer lib. Organizing a focal Anarchist collec- 
tive and Eco-Anarchism (this list isn't completely accurate. 
Workshops were shifted around the whole time, so I’m not 
sure if everything on). Overall, the ones | went to were not 
very organized, but a lot of useful information was dis- 
cussed, and a few new contacts forged. It's a shame | 
couldn't have made all the workshops, as every issue Is very 
Important, but time constraints made that impossible. 


Then dinner. I'd like to say right now that everyone 
should give consideration to those folks who’ provide the 
food at anarcho-events, it doesn’t come out of nowhere, The 
people who made the meals at this event (their names slip 
my mind) did an Incredible job, and got little credit for it. 
This Is fucking depressing, considering we're supposed to 
be against slavery. In the future try to remember to say 
“Thank You!” to those who do the food at events. It makes a 
big difference! 


Clean up was aiso kind of horrendous. People left 
their trays on tables, dishes unwashed, etc. If you eat, clean 
up after yourself. It may seem iike a minor point, but as one 
of the people who cleaned dishes at the conference several 
times, It's fucking major! It’s a lot of inglorious work that 
could be eliminated if folks did stuff collectively. 


After dinner, there were a few more workshope held. 
Listed were Wimmin’s Lib., Anti-Racism, Gulf-war organizing 
lessons and Youth Lib! Most of the young people, if not all, 
showed up at this one which was facilitated by yours truly. 
The workshop centered around the ageism that had 
occurred that day, and then went on to school and 
resistance ideas, parents, debate over what a “youth” was, 
and much more. It was very cool and empowering, and the 
general feeling was good (| think). The notes on schoo! and 
resistance will be transcribed Into an article for the AYF 
page in the future. 


That night we partied hearty at Felix’s house (Minneapolis 
AYF). A big thank you goes out to him for his hospitality, 
and for putting us up. And to the beer bong for ensuring 
we had a great time. 


DAY II:Recovering from hangovers, we made our way to 
the conference. This day consisted of some discussion of 
Racism and a caucus by People of Color. 


Then there was a meeting to talk about dynamics 
of the project. Stuff on money, facilitator and all the boring 
aspects of running a paper. But a development occurred 
which no one expected. As the meeting proceeded, all 
the young people walked out. It wasn't planned, but 
outside people discussed the reason why we'd all left. It 
was agreed that people were somewhat sick of the 
general ageism at the conference (le being cut off, not 
taken seriously, etc.) and we wanted it to change. 
Walking out was our unconscious way of doing this. it's 
the way we did it in high school, at home, etc. Sad that an 
anarchist conference should be lumped in with those 
not-so-welcoming places. 


There was general agreement that the way we'd 
change this hierarchy was by getting a whole bunch of 
youth on the coordinating group (a group of 10 people 
elected to make minor decisions which come up upon 
production of the paper like whether or not to run 
controversial articles, etc.), by confronting the larger 
group and making demands. Others chose to take more 
radical measures, and the Goof Liberation Front (GLF) 
was formed. Throughout the weekend, the GLF pulled off 
a ton of incredible shenanigans like re-arranging furniture, 
stealing funny stuff, wearing masks, issuing communi- 
Ques, etc. For more coverage of this stuff, check out LOVE 
& AGE/THE CATCH listed in the literature section. 


Then there were regional meetings. Mid-west, 
Canada, Northeastern US, West, & South. | spent the 
whole time trying to find the Northeastern meeting, but 
ended up playing with the little kids. 


Which brings me to another point. There was quite 
a few times where childcare was brought up, and how 
shitty the quality/planning was. | don't, however, feel this 
can be blamed upon the organizers, who did thelr best. 
Basically, a lot of folks are prepared to point fingers, but 
when It comes down to it someone has got to volunteer to 
do the dirty work and take care of the kids. Everyone 
should spend some time doing It. It will test your patience, 
and can be stressful but it’s also fun and | guarantee 
you'll learn a lot (& it gives us folks a chance to meet the 
future AYFI). 


Some action proposals were suggested such as 
the Election boycott (see PROPOSALS section), for an 
Alternative Wimmin’s Health care tour and much more. At 
this meeting, older folks discussed the youth walkout and 
how to handie it 


Dinner. Then another meeting (this was a General 
Discussion on Structure and Organization). it tumed into 
an interesting event We (the younger folks) basically 


effort to 
change things. Aft kinds of stuff surfaced that had 
happened, and despite a few hard-core intellectuals trying 
to dismiss us with lines like “I hear whet you'te saying, but 
i still think It's important that conyereaiions uve 20-letter 
words, most folks wised up. 


The feeling was good, but we had to jet for the... 
AYF meeting (which still lacked a echeduled time or 
Place). ironic that after we stood up for ourselves, it 
suddenly materialized! A good case for collective action! 


The meeting went well. All kinds of stuff was 
decided, Including a general endorsement of the AYF 
page proposal, the endorsement that now-defunct Mid 
South AYF be dropped from the affiliate list (after 


homophobic/sexist literature started to appears out of the 
P.O. Box from a former AYFer), reports from affiliates and 
more. This is all enclosed in the minutes, so check them 
out (following this report). 


Then on to another day of partying at Felix’s. Hooray! 
(Thanks again!) 


DAY lil:More hangovers. The day started with meetings for 
the various aspects of the political statement (le anti- 
racism, anti-sexism, etc.). Basically, groups met to revise 
the whole thing. | don't think any of us had any idea we 
were supposed to be involved In the rewriting of the Youth 
Oppression statement. Oops. Then Lunch. 


We voted on eupporting action proposals. The 
Election boycott end a couple ef other things were 
endorsed. The AYF page was passed almost unanimously 
(a few quiet abstentione). 


Then there were structure proposats. The facilitator 
and co-facllitator were elected. Voting for the Coordinating 
Group came up and the folowing young people got 
on:Dan (NYAYF), Brian (Autonome Ferum), Kieran (Anti- 
Racist Action, Minn.), Jacynthe (Ottawa AYF) and Brent 
(&-Dayton AYF). That's 5 young people out of ten. | think 


© we made our point! © 


Dinner. Then came the revision of the politica! statement. This went on from 7:00 PM to 1:00 AM. (Damn!) Iit was 
8000 Incredibly boring. At the end, there were about 8 people left in the room making decisions. The reason political 
statements are always so dry is that the only people who can stand to sit through 6 hour debates are generally that way! 
We wrote a really shitty “We support the struggles of Youth” statement, which needs to be revised at the first possible 
moment. It really sucks. tt got passed, which proves that we had hit the older folks so hard with our accusation we could 
have written anything and it would have gotten through (it was quite obvious people thought it was shit and didn't want 
to say it). It’s shit, 


Then It was over. We partied one more night, and people went home. 


Overall, | must say this was an incredibly positive conference. Tons of fun, lots was accomplished, a bunch of new 
folks were met and | feel a general sense of unity came out of this. Whether or not that feeling continues depends on 
Individuals, but | certainly hope It does. (Again, thanks to Felix, Kristin, Paul, Audrey, Kieran and everyone else who 
helped pull it all off!)

Groups represented included 
Minneapolis-A'Y.F. (Minneapolis, MN), New York-AY.F.(New York, NY), Dayton Anarchist Collective (Dayton, OH), Ottawa-A Y.F. (Ottawa, Ontario, 
Canada), Cincinnati Autonomous Anarchist Collective (Cincinnati, OH), independent AY.F.’ers and other, okler folks.

“There is a general agreement that the A.Y.F. should begin to reach beyond punk rock to appeal to all youth

more of a genuine anarchist group which will grow and outreach?

A SCALDING ATTACK ON THE YOUTH LIB. GATHERING (Or:HOW TO BLOW AN ® 
ORGANIZING OPPORTUNITY IN ONE EASY LESSON)

The youth liberation gathering was held in 
Ottawa, Canada from August 9-12 R was blied 
as “an anerchist/ ant-authoritarian gathering 
focusing on YOUTH LIBERATION”. There were 
supposed to have been workshops, fims, a 
picnic, a gig and other events. From the first 
Moment | heard about this planned meeting, | 
was excited. I’m a youth. I’m an anarchist. This 
is just what | need to buid my morale:Sharing a 
weekend with several hundred of my own kind, 
where | will be able to unwind, plan future 
coordinated actions and do a bit of partying. 
Upon reflection, | think | was a bit naive and 
expected too much. The gathering sucked. 


On the September AYF page, we ran an 
article/review written by one of the organizers 


the various reactions that 
folks had to the gathering In doing so, | think 
she made a big mistake. She portrayed the 
gathering as moderately successful, with a few 
minor problems. In my opinion, it was the 
biggest flop since someone tried to turn the 
HOWARD THE DUCK comic book into a movie. 


After a 12 hour drive from New York City w/5 
other anarchos (a saga in itself), we arrived on 
Friday (the Sth). We did some hanging out at a 
friends crib with a few oki and new comrades, 
decided to hit the town, and go to the organiz- 
ing sight On the way, we ran into a pack of nazi 
metallers, who proceeded to start a fight with 
us. There were 15 of us and 2 of them, sige!

Then off to the party. This was pure insanity.

music, etc. Tons of fun, and the cops kept the 
hassling to a minimum (thought they went after 
a few folks for underage drinking.

-SUGGESTION 1:in the future, 
gatherings should have a good map of 

the area (even areas where the 
conference Isn't at, as folks manage to

We finally got to the college (pretty late | 
may add). It was ike 12:30, and stuff stil hadn't 
started. There was some coffee, and everyone 
seemed pretty bumt out After some bullshitting, 
we went to find the James Bay workshop. This 


took us about 15 minutes! It was like following a 
treasure map. 
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-SUGGESTION 2:Have a real melin 
and agenda BEFOREHAND! There 
should be a READABLE list of 
workshops, and the organizers should 
make sure things begin ON TIME (If 
people choose to be hangover victims, 
fuck ‘em. Even with hangovers, those 
who are serious will make it there). 
Also, there should be some organizers 
from Ottawa who are clearly marked as 


information people (either by wearing 
a certain color shirt, and apron, 
whatever). These people should spend 
the duration of the conference telling 
people where to find workshops, food, 
etc. Otherwise, there is total chaos, 
and not in a good way. 


We went to the James Bay workshop, and 
it was crowded (approx. 40 people). The lady

SUGGESTION 4:The conference 
booklet should have been better put 
together. As far as | know, the only 

reason there was one at all was

But it 
should have been better planned, and 
reflected more of what people needed to 
know. It should have had the time-line, 
` the workshops, A DESCRIPTION and 
WHO WAS DOING IT ffor instance, how 
many people knew what “MARXISM- 
HUMANISM” or “INDIANER KOMMUNE” 
meant?), etc. There also should have 
been a list of where the literature room 
was, where films were showing, etc. { 
know the organizers lost their original 
space, but they should have had a 
backup. It would have made the 
conference run a lot smoother.

Then there was the soup kitchen, ana lunch. 
After which, another beer/alcohol run and off to 
the show. The show was, not surprisingly, the 
best-organized part of the weekend (and also the 
best attended). It was held in the gymnasium of 
the Boys and Girts Club (some kind of elementary 
school). The sound was pretty cool, and the 
atmosphere was nice (very laid back). Everyone 
wes getting wrecked outside, which inevitably 
attracted police attention. The cops showed up a 
few times, and everyone reacted in a fairly 
responsible way, hiding brews, going inside, etc. 
This enabled the show to continue unhindered 
(though It was hilarious to see this one punk 


cops were less then five feet away/). 


SUGGESTION 5:There was one fucked 
Incident. A bunch of folks were sitting on 
the playground and a few of them were 
chucking bottles. Also, some were 
leaving their bottles and cans every- 
where. People need to think. Little kids 
would be there the next day, and it is 
quite likely they'd get cut up in the 
sandbox or schoolyard. Uncool. Next 
time, we need to have recycling bins, 
people have to responsible and anyone 
caught throwing bottles should be 
confronted (Lucky we didn’t catch the 


guy who was chucking them in the 
playground, as we were planning to 
mangle him!)

Inside, the show was great The stage was 
cool, the bands were loud and it was fun. 13th 
TRIBE, HELLNATION, DOUBLETHINK, BORN 
AGAINST and RORSCHACH all played (RORS- 
CHACH gets the award for power, blowing a 
total of 3 fuses during their setili). There was 
Stagediving, but people were surprisingly non- 
aggressive, and the pit wasn’t “hard”. A few 
isolated idiots, but people seemed to have fun 
tripping them, etc. Audio anarchy in action! 


The show ended, and we were off to 
drink in Hull, and then to sleep (thanks Tom!) 


The next day was the picnic. It was held in 
this huge, beautiful fieki (called LeBreton Flats) 
and we ate, played soccer, rolled down the hills, 
Played tag, danced, wrestied, shot the shit, etc. 
H was way fun. Really relaxed and the weather 
coukin’t have been nicer. 


At 3:00, people tried to organize workshops, 
and I’m sad to say they failed miserable. The 
first was a presentation on the Indianer Kom- 
mune (a commune in Germany which has a 
controversial position on children's sexuality). 
The discussion was interesting, but you couldn’t 
hear a damn thing! There was traffic, wind, 
people talking, etc. 


We then attempted to hoki an AYF meeting, 
and it was HUGE (like 100 people from every- 
where). Unfortunately, it was also held outside, 
and atter finishing introductions and attempting 
to set an agenda it started to pour. We all ran 
for cover, and when things dried off a bit more 
we attempted to have it again. This time it was 
considerably smaller (50 or so people), and we 
spent two hours dealing with reports from local 
groups. Some people just refused to stop 
taking about the most irrelevant shit, and a lot 
of people again couldn't hear a fucking thing. 
Frustrated, they began to leave. Sensing this, 
we decided to reschedule the meeting for the 
next day (Monday) at 3:00. Dumb move. (A lot 
of people had left but that point, and we 
couldn't find an empty room so it ended up not 
happening). 


SUGGESTION 6:First of all, I'm pissed. 
Is the AYF serious or what? People 
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seemed more into beer and music than 
politics, and we had a LOT we were 
supposed to cover. This meeting was 
very disheartening. In the future, 
meetings should NEVER be held 
outside if they want to get anything 
done. Too many distractions. Second,’ 
there should have been a preliminary 
agenda planned beforehand that could 
have been revised, rather than trying to 
think one up from scratch. Furthermore, 
many people relied on other folks to 
get shit together (me being one of 
them) and this created a kind of 
hierarchy. The speaking order was very 
male dominated (this wasn’t confron- 
ted). There should have been a 
time-limit on the discussions and on 
how long one individual could talk 
(someone bring a stopwatch next time). 
We should have had a real facilitator 
and speaking order (we allowed what 
is called the “tyranny of structureless- 
ness” to take effect. The result of this is 
often that wimmin and those who are 
not outspoken/loud do not get to air 
their views. this hurts the movement, 
because it effectively takes away some 
peoples say in a conversation/debate). 
Beyond all that, we didn't have 
translators, things got started late and 
it sucked. If we're serious about making 
a revolution, we're going to have to get 
our shit wired tight, and that means 
folks are going to have to stop fooling 
around and getting drunk sometimes, 
and do some serious planning. It’s 
much less glorious, but if you're not 
prepared to do it, you belong in the 
Rainbow family, not the AYF. 


SOME PEOPLE JUST DONT 
HAVE INQUISITIVE MINDS. 


‘Again, off to the soup kitchen, or tunch 
somewhere else. And then, DISCO night. 


We made our way to Le Club in Hull a 
gay bar which featured 2 free drinks, and a 


Some people (myself included) wanted 
everyone to stop drinking and amass outside 
the club. This way, if the skins did show up we'd 
be ready for them (remember, they were 
‘supp: armed and we weren't, but there 
were 75 of us). Unfortunately, few people took 
the threat seriously, and many people said 


attitude of many people. But we managed to get 
everyone outside for a meeting, which sadly 
degenerated into a screaming match. Finally, 
the cops showed up and Kicked us out, the bar 
wouldn’t let us back in so we went back to the 
church where many people were staying and 
decided to plan from there. At the church, the 
meeting was again fairly heated, and unfor- 
tunately male dominated (this could also have 
been a result of the fact that only men were 
allowed to stay at the church). We talked for a 
half an hour, and finally decided to leave it up to 
the Ottawa people to handle their nazi problem, 
as they would have to deal with it after we left. 


SUGGESTION 7:What a fucking load of 
shit most anarchists talk! We claim to 
be against nazis, and yet we sit by as 
they put one of our comrades in the 
hospital. As someone from New York, a 
city with perhaps the worst skinhead 
problem in America, and as someone 
who has been beaten up on several 
occasions and put in the hospital, all | 
can say is I’m ashamed. We should 
have gotten retribution. People hate to 
face it, but violence Is the only 
language most skinheads understand. 
We showed we were weak, and gave 
them a great morale boost. We ran 
scared. Some people were naive 
enough to believe we could take them 
on while drunk off our asses. These 


people are stupid, cowardly and not 
facing reality. 


On July 4th 1889, 75 skins 
attacked an anarchist picnic in 
Thompkins Sq. Park. See, the anarch- 
ists sat around drinking brew, figuring 
their numbers alone would deter vio- 
lence. It didn't work. We got our asses 
kicked. Why is it that 4-5 nazis can 
strike fear Into 200 punks and anarch- 
ists at a show? It’s because anarchists 
for the most part have not resolved the 
question of violence within them- 
selves, and if we're going to get 
anywhere they have to. They have to 
learn to fight, they have to learn to 
accept violence and not be scared of 
it. The way we reacted to the nazis in 
Ottawa proves to me that most anarch- 
ists are privileged, suburban rich kids 
who can run back to their parents 
house when a fight starts. They live 
miles away from nazis and gangs. And 
its a shame, too, because for those of 
us who live in neighborhoods where 
the Klan and W.AR. are big, we 
cannot turn to our comrades to back 
us up. Nazis can. Where there Is unity 
there is strength. Unfortunately, they 
have both and we have neither. 


Furthermore, I'm a little 
apprehensive about leaving it up to 
the Ottawans to resolve thelr nazi 
problem. They won’t The nazis are 
much stronger than the anarchists 
there, and it seems they're a bit more 
serious too. The year before youth lib., 
at the Rock Against Racism concert | 
got in a fight with a nazi on the street. 
This year, we got in a fight too 
(remember the metalheads?). Then 
they attacked the conference. And yet 
most Ottawa punks said these were 
“isolated incidents". This shows their 


privilege, that because they aren't the 
ones being attacked, It’s not an impor- 
tant issue. Why is it SHARP has been 
more effective crushing nazis than 
anarchists, even though its in our 
interests to more than theirs? 


I would just like to say that I think 
people should start training In a fighting 
art (boxing karate, etc.), arm them- 
selves for self-defense, and get organ- 
ized. if we don't want to use the police 
to resoive our problems, we'll have to 
police ourselves. This requires a lot of 
responsibility. And finally, at future 
gatherings, organizers should have a 
security team planned, ready to deal 
with the situations which occur. And we 
should not take the suggestions of 
pacifists seriously until they offer con- 
crete solutions to the racist skin pro- 
blem. 


Okay, next moming. We made our way to the 
conference sight and got there real late. Most 
People had left by now, but a few workshops 
went on (a wimmin’s workshop, and one on 
homebrewing. Figures that one wont off welll). 
The AYF meeting predictably didn't happen. 
Most folks just sat around in the hall and talked, 
though we did some evaluating of the weekend 
and how we could all do better next time. Then It 
was back to our respective cities for another 
year of isolation and loneliness. 


In closing, I'd like to say that the 
gathering sucked overall, but this is not 
the sole fault of the organizers. For one 
thing, they had very little outside help 
getting it together, and | don't think 
they realized what a tremendous res- 
ponsibllity a gathering really is. The 
parts which were good (aka the picnic, 
party and show) were really good, but 
this shows where people’s priorities lie. 
Most folks (including me) went to 
Ottawa to party. What we fall to realize 
is that @ gathering like this happens 
maybe ence a year, and in that time we 
have to achieve a ton of stuff. The state 
works 365 days a year trying to crush 
our movement. If we don't spend 4 days 
trying to counteract that, we prove that 
an anarchist revolution won't work, nor 
do we deserve one. Here's hoping we'll 
learn from our mistakes and things will 
be better at the AYF gathering in 
Dayton! 


A BRIEF LIST OF WHAT NEEDS TO BE RESOLVED AND DISCUSSED AT FUTURE AYF (0) 
GATHERINGS AND MEETINGS 


At the Baltimore, Minneapolis and Ottawa AYF meetings, there was quite a bit discussed. From those meetings 
came forth the expulsion of Mid-South AYF, the new AYF page in LOVE & RAGE, and much more. Many other 
proposals were brought up, and due to time constraints It was decided that It would be best to discuss these things at 
a later date when there was more time. Assuming that the next official organized meeting of the Federation will be in 
Dayton sometime in early Spring of 1992, here are some things which people have brought up for the agenda: 


-forming an editorial and decision making network of representatives to help facilitate production of the AYF page, and 
vote on proposals é 


-drawing up a formal AYF statement supporting choice, and against homophobia to counteract several ex-AYfers 
Statements and fliers that were anti-choice/homosexual. This would be printed on the AYF page 


-does the AYF need a political statement? If so, what will it be/include? 


-it was agreed AYF should become more than a “punk only” group. How can we break out of the ghetto of subculture, 
and attract those whom are under-represented in the group (especially Black, Latino, Native American, queer and 
other youth)? 


-A possible international AYF zine:Do we need it, and is It possible at this stage in the groups development? 
-Reports from local groups 


Collectively revising the AYF starter kit;\What should be included and what should be dropped? -How do we 
decentralize the group as a whole, and make sure everyone has a say? (This ties In with creating some sort of 
editorial/decision making structure) 


-What is the process for new groups becoming affiliates? 
-What are new ways the AYF can do outreach to the public? 


-Anti-fascist organizing:The LOVE & RAGE network has made a declaration to have a special focus on anti-racist 
organizing for the next year. The AYF will play an important part in this. How can we out organize the Nazis and Aryan 
Youth Movement (AYMI), and form a strong anarchist position against racism? 


These are just a few things that are suggested for the weekends agenda. If you have further topics, please send them 
to NYAYF for the Bulletin, and to Dayton so they can come up with a proposed agenda for the gathering. | would also 
strongly suggest the first thing put on the agenda is discussion of getting beer, so this won't become a problem later 
on in the meeting (with people worrying about who's going to buy It, when the stores close, etc.) 


UPDATE:We just got a revised starter kit from Minneapolis AYF, and in it was the following flier & proposed agenda. 
Continue to send suggestions for an agenda. 
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A few of us here in Minneapolis have been 
getting together a lot lately to discuss ways in 
which we can revise the A YF “starter” informa- 
tion folder (which we’ ve already started to do), 
how to decentralise its distribution from the 
Minneapolis group , how to continuously keep 
it up to date, and also we’ve discussed the very 
future existence of the Mpls. AYF. We want to 
move away from being only acknowledged asa 
punk distribution service to being seen as a 
revolutionary movement - a network of anar- 
chist youth and supporters. Something more 
concrete. Something more REAL! 

Though we still have alot of talking to do 
with eachother here on this and other issues, we 
want to talk about the reasons for revising the 
“starter kit”. The addition of and removal of 
pamphlets is to provoke/promote discussion 
and further communication within the already 
formed AYF groups as well as with those be- 
ginning or in question of beginning a group. 


It is my personnal opinion that we need to 
build bonds amongsteachother (internationally 
and form “affinity groups” locally before we set 
Out to tackle larger tasks. Let’s take things step 
by step! (Let CNT set a good example for us). 
HEY, perhaps first we ought to be learning 
about anarchist history - so we don’t make the 
same mistakes - and acts of youth rebellion and 
revolutionary youth groups. Let's teach 
eachother how to break down the barriers in our 
personnal relations with eachother and build a 
trust that no part of the systems trickery can use 
to divide us! And no, this ain’t gonna happen 
overnight. 

Lastly; I don’t feel that all new revolution- 
ary youth groups and anarchists supportive of 
youth liberaton neccesarily have to go under the 
title AYF to be affiliated with or work with one 
another. This means groups of ALL ages. We, 
in Minneapolis, are finding more and more that 
“legally” we are no longer recognised as youth. 
19, 20, 21 and some of us older; we no longer 
have to fight the oppression of school authority, 
authorotative parents, the threat of reform scools, 
lock ups or “treatment” facilities, etc.... but we 
still call ourself youth (fuck that! We still ARE 
the youth) and will never forget what and how 
we had to fight. We also identify with the the 
strenth and knowledge that was born within us; 
outside of skool and on the streets - where a lot 
of us learned survival. Where the system is 
clearly and undeniably exposed for what it is. 

We discussed the idea of forming an AYF 
Support network and leaving the AYF to those 
who have to struggle for the overthrow of their 
“legal” oppression. This would not mean we 
would work sepparately of eachother, and this 
is still only a proposa! that I think should be 
decided upon collectively. 

Perhaps an easy sollution to this is to call 
our network Armed Youth Faction (now that 


we're old enough to own guns - ha!)! That 


‘Ieavesitstill as the AYF no matter what age you 


are - pretty easy huh? No, but really, we would 
like to hear people’s opinion on how to solve 
this silly age thing within the AYF. Do we want 
to sepparate (and work together as two net- 
works) or leave it as is? Or is there another 
sollution? No matter what happens, the under- 
lying truth is that we NEED eachother. Let's 
empower ourselves and fightback USING ANY 
MEANS NECCESARY!!

The strike, according to all sources, was the largest in the 
history of South Africa. COSATU reported that “absenteeism had 

run 100% in Pretoria, 95% in greater Johannesburg and Durban

Senior jailed on destruction charge

A Williams senior was mrresicd by 
‘Williamstown police last Tuesday for 
allegedly placmg a political sticker on a 
public telephone on Spring Sreet Bran 
Macleod Coan “92 was charged with 
malicious destruction of personal prop- 
erty, and held in the town jail for a few 
hours before he was released. He now 
awas a court heanng. 

A witness saw someone putting polit- 
eal suckers on either side of a phone 
booth on Spring Sireci, according 1o a 
report in The Advocate. Williamstown 
Police Officer Vincent Zoito made the

Coan said that he believed the whole 
incident was supid and trivial.

Coan’s pror political platform has in- 
cluded a call for increased payments by 
Williams to support operations of town 
government and opposition to the col- 
lege’s controversial 72-io1 Pine Cobble 
mountainside subdmsicn. 

He has sad be ss upset by what be secs as 
a contradiction between the college's ac- 
tions and the image it ines to promote in 
student catalogs. 

Coan lost 10 an imcumbent or challeng- 
ers in tries for the board of selection in 
1989, 1990 and 1991. In the first two races, 
he campaigned on an “ecological front” 
platform calling for energy conservation 
and mandatory recycling 

He also supported a $500,000 annual 
payment by Williams College in-leu-of- 
taxes to the town and a “head tax” on out- 
Oftown students. 

In a January interview, Coan confirmed 
that he is a member of the Autonome Fo- 
rum, which he described as a 25-member, 
“autonomous anarchist” group based at 
Williams College. He detailed his group's 
Opposition to the Persian Gulf war.

NYAYF 


(Written December 13, 1991)-Okay folks, I've mentioned stuff we're 
Up to throughout this discussion bulletin, but | might es well state It in 
a coherent form in this report. 


First of all, as a collective NYAYF has been a bit fragmented since 
the summer, and we've met very infrequently. Folks are still doing stuff 
under the AYF name, but not in a really unified way. There has been a 
shift in the group, as a few of the more veteran members are 
becoming less active in the anarchist struggle and dealing with more 
Personal issues, and new people have expressed interest in getting 
involved. And we had some infighting between members, as some 
people seem to be very good at making lots of promises and never 
fulfilling them. We plan on revising the group in the next two months, 
first by holding a workshop on ANARCHISM AND YOUTH ACTIVISM 
(to be held on January 21st), and then by resuming weekly meetings 
(several new AYF’ers are also moving to the area). 


There are four main projects we are working on at the moment. 
The first is the AYF page for LOVE & RAGE. We've been Producing 
this for the past few months, as well as helping out on the LOVE & 
RAGE production group (and in other areas of the LOVE & RAGE 
network). 


Second, we are producing this INTERNAL DISCUSSION BULLETIN 
which you now hold in your hands. This bulletin is to promote debate 
over internal AYF issues, as well as to make the production of the AYF 
page a bit easier (we'll have more stuff to choose from, and be up on 
what the network is doing as a whole). 


Third, we are attempting to create a maling fist of nor-AYF 
anarchist groups, publications, bookstores, etc. We then hope to 
produce a four page AYF news sheet (quarterly or bi-monthly), with 
the intent of updating the rest of the movement to our activities, so 
they can get involved and show support (the first one should be 
produced in late Jan-early February). 


And finally, we continue to run LIFE’S A RIOTI distribution. The 
distribution has changed its focus from being mostly punk rock 
records and tapes, to carrying more literature and publications of a 
political nature. We also have a large variety of organizing materials, 
from AYF fiers we reproduce, to easily copiable pamphiets, posters, 


(Enclosed is the most recent catalogue, as well as a few ads, If folks 
Please run them in sympathetic publications). And T-shirts, 
Patches, etc. are on the way (And no, there will be no band patches. We 
are producing T-shirts to fund things like this discussion bulletin, not to 
look cool Too many people are into "dressing anarchist”, but not 
acting it anything). If you'd like anything distributed in NYC, please write. 


These actions are part of an analysis we are attempting to put into ` 
action. That analysis is one of more strategic attempts to build the 
Movement (and the AYF) as a whole, and not just bind shots in the 
dark Hopefully, when the collective is functioning as a whole again, we 
will be able to do this on a more focal level as well | want to stress that 
the AYF should be developing a PRAXIS (a combination of theory and 
action), and doing things that wil truly be useful Patches, T-shirts, 
Homebrewing and record distributions are cool (and we do them just 
like everyone else), but they are not that big a threat to the system. We 
need to develop a fighting organization, capable of taking on the forces 
of fascism, capitalism and all the other isms which stand in the way of 
total freedom and liberation!

by Dan/NY-AYF 


As of this Bulletin, three AYF pages have been produced by NY-AYF for LOVE & RAGE (they appear in Vol2 issues 7,8 & 8). To be honest 
they've been okay, but not great (certainly not the incredible thing we pictured in Minneapolis). There are a number of reasons for this. The most 


hot unified at the present moment Because we are so loosely organized, and because many of us thought the AYF would amount to a name 
oniy/ittie action group that never accomplished anything, many folks don't feel their activities warrant mentioning on the page. I'm here to say 
they do. 


Furthermore, most people who consider themselves AYF'ers do not read LOVE & RAGE yet They did read PROFANE EXISTENCE every 
month, which made it easier for the page to exist there. We need to get them reading LOVE & RAGE every month, and submitting, l have a few 
proposals to get them to do this. 


PROPOSAL 1-Please write NYAYF, and tell us about Protests, workshops, leafletting, actions (be more careful if 
they're illegal i.e. use pseudonyms and write anonymously) etc. them so we can put them on the page and in this 
bulletin, If the AYF page continues to have news pertinent to the AYF, more AYF’ers will read it. 


PROPOSAL 2-Every group which has the ability should distribute LOVE & RAGE every month. It is great for tabling, 
street selling, giving out at shows, and has excellent coverage of the North Amerikkkan movement. Furthermore, it's 
cheap ($3.50 for 10 copies) and proves anarchists can have a deep analysis relevant to the current world situation. 


H these two factors don't change, then the page wil continue to be made up of what | can piece together from what people tell me in their 
letters. And | won't give a shit if there are complaints that it’s boring, lacks news, etc. Which brings me to the next problem. | (& two other 
NYAYF’ers) have total control over what goes on to the page (and we're not happy about it). In Minneapolis, due to lack of time, we decided that 
We'd create an editorial structure that would resolve problems which occured on the page at the Youth Lib. gathering in Ottawa. It didn't happen. 
We need create a decision making structure, and quick. Hf not, the page will reflect only our warped personalities. 


PROPOSAL 4-A federative structure of one or two representatives chosen by each local group should be made up. 
These should be contact people who would be in touch with the AYE production group in New York city, and could flow 
news to us and submissions for the page. Furthermore, if a decision needed to be made, the representative could 
contact the rest of the group and they could vote on a proposal and then call it in. In this way we'd be able to make 
decisions quick. And it would also allow us to pull off emergency actions locally in a very speedy manner (dude). 


And then there's the endless soap opera called money. The page costs money to produce. Lots of it And we're not footing the bil, For 
those of you not aware, LOVE & RAGE has people who pledge money each month to support the paper. This enables them to maintain an office, 


PROPOSAL 6:Local groups who can afford the $25. fee should get listed on the paper. Those who can't should 
consider how important the AYF page is to them, and if it is, should become pledges. $10. a month really helps the 
paper, and if 20 people decided they could swing It, we'd be paying our own way. 

Lots of AYF folks get bundles of papers to distribute. In case folks don’t know YOU'RE SUPPOSED TO PAY FOR THOSE. The deal is .35 per 


Paper (or $3.50 for 10). They sell for a buck. | know that less than $100. has come in from AYF distributors since the paper began. They've given 
us well over 1,000 papers. That's a deficit almost as big as the federal government has run up. 


PROPOSAL 7:LOVE & RAGE REALLY needs that money. If folks can afford to send $5. towards thelr bill It helps. 
Any amount does. If the paper is to keep consistent, it needs a constant influx of cash and distributors are a main 
source of that. 


Finally, I'd like to stress how important AYF is to LOVE & RAGE and vice-versa. The anarchist movement went through a long period in this 
country where it was inactive, and confined to the heads of historians and theorists. Since the early 80's, a new, more serious movement dedicated 
to militancy and action has developed. I'd like to think AYF fits into that LOVE & RAGE does too. We may have some differences, but we have a 
fot more In common. And both groups are getting things done. imagine how strong we could be if we were united? 


PROPOSAL 8:LOVE & RAGE has a focus and a direction. People involved in the project have a loose idea of where 
they'd like to go. The AYF doesn't have as much of an idea, but we are developing one. And there’s a lot we can learn 
from others' experience. At the moment, LOVE & RAGE is making a particular focus against racism, the upcoming 
election and the 500th anniversary of Columbus’ invasion of America. These are important issues, and | would urge 
AYF'ers to get involved in them, as well as LOVE & RAGE. This way, we insure that our actions are not just shots in the 
dark, but powerful blows to the system, and that the anarchist movement has a bright future well into the next century. 


(NOTE ON THE PROPOSAL FOR THE AYF ENDORSEMENT OF ELECTION BOYCOTT:There has been a plan in the 
works for over a year now within the LOVE & RAGE network to organize a successful boycott of the 1892 Presidential 
Elections. When | say successful, | mean that those who abstain from voting will do it as a conscious political statement 
that elections will never change anything, and not just because they don't think any of the politicians are worth it (this 
attitude often holds the ideal that one day a good candidate will come along, which anarchists know is full of shit). They 
are also planning to hold actions against the Democratic and Republican Conventions (the Democrats will be holding 
theirs in New York City!). The Boycott proposal was first officially brought up at the LOVE & RAGE conference in 
Minneapolis. Since then it's support has grown, as organizers have been making allegiances with folks in the Black and 
Latino liberation movements, If we are to become a major force behind the Boycott, the AYF has got to get involved 
soon. So read this proposal NOW, and tell me whether or not | should give the Boycott organizers our 
endorsement-Dan/NYAYF) 


The 1992 Presidential Election Boycott 


In 1992 there will be an organized campaign to boycott the 1992 Presidential 
Elections. Anarchists will be playing a very prominent role in organizing this 
campaign. The Anarchist Youth Federation should seriously consider joining the 
coalition of groups that is coming together to build the campaign. 


Why a Boycott? 

It shouldn’t be too difficult to convince a group of anarchists not to vote. 
Historically anarchists have consistently refused to participate in capitalist elections. 
There are lots of reasons for this position. Basically it comes down to refusing to take 
part in a process that creates the impression of people having control over decisions 
that effect their lives when that power really remains in the hands of a small elite. 

Often other decently motivated people attack anarchists for refusing to vote 
saying things like "Sure the system is rigged, but your vote can still make a 
difference, the Democrats won’t be as bad as the Republicans." Anarchists often 
respond that "Both parties are the same." It is important for us to understand that 
this isn’t true, there are real differences between what the Democrats and 
Republicans will do on all sorts of issues that effect peoples lives. We need to respond 
instead that the differences between the Democrats and the Republicans are 
differences over how to maintain a system that is destroying us and that the elections 
are an essential part of how they manage to pacify people’s outrage at the system by 
channelling it into electoral campaigns. 

The problem with saying this is then we have to point to a revolutionary 
alternative to the elections, a movement that people can join that can really threaten 
the system. We don’t have that kind of movement or organization yet. Part of the 
problem though is that the elections will drain away a lot of people who are right now 
in the process of becoming radicalized, people who could make such a movement 
possible. , 


A Boycott Campaign 

There is a big difference between an election boycott campaign and just not 
voting. An election boycott campaign means building a coalition of different groups 
that want to boycott the elections, a coalition that is as broad as possible, including 
as many non-anarchists as possible. An election boycott campaign means hammering 
out some common slogans and political demands for the coalition so that we can link 
the boycott to various struggles that are going on. It means putting out common 
posters and literature in cities across the country so that the boycott seems like a 
well organized effort that is worth taking seriously. 


What this is not 

Every time there is a presidential election a crew of anarchists put together 
some sort of "Nobody for President” campaign and carry out various theatrical 
escapades aimed at ridiculing the elections. It is the intention of the organizers of the 
1992 Boycott to avoid repeating these largely insignificant efforts and build a 
campaign that challenges the elections in a serious political way that encourages 


other forces to join the boycott instead of regarding it as an amusing joke. This is not 
to say that theater won’t have an important place in this campaign but that it is 
important that we pay careful attention to building real support for the effort and to 
expressing a coherent critique of the spectacle of the elections. 


A Boycott coalition 

The process is already under way to build the coalition. So far the coalition 
includes the Love and Rage Network, the Left Green Network and the Youth Greens. 
We are talking with other radical groups: socialists, Black and Puerto Rican 
nationalists, other radical ecologists and so on. And of course we want other anarchist 
groups to participate in the coalition as well. There will be a preliminary meeting of 
boycott supporters in late November to set up a broader meeting that would establish 
the coalition. It would be great if the AYF could be at the first meeting as well as the 
second. 


The Potential of a Boycott 

We are hoping that the Boycott can provide an umbrella for all sorts of anti- 
elections activity in 1992 including demonstrations at the Democratic and Republican 
National Conventions in addition to smaller actions, postering and spraypainting, and 
other educational activity. The AYF could use the campaign as a way to reach 
thousands of youth who are otherwise unlikely to encounter the organization. And the 
spirit of the AYF could do a lot to make the campaign a vibrant and militant one that 
will really challenge the powers that be. 

The process by which the AYF makes decisions on this scale is not clear to me, 
but however you do it I hope you are able to decide to join the boycott coalition as 
soon as possible.

YOUTH GREEN CALL TO RADICALIZE EARTH DAY 

As the ecological crisis worsens, the attempt by corporations and politicians to harness the 
public anxiety for their own opportunistic uses has increased immensely. Lately we have seen 
everyone from Dow Chemicals to George Bush raising the green banner of environmental concern and 

_ Sensitivity. Since its twentieth anniversary two years ago, Earth Day has emerged as contested ground 
for defining the issues of ecology and ways out of the current crisis. 

A society based fundamentally on domination and hierarchy must also treat the natural world 
with the same objectification and destruction. The point is we will not solve the ecological crisis until 
we solve the social crises that produces it. To this end, we call for Earth Day actions that draw the 
connections between social and ecological exploitation, and that target the forces of domination that 
perpetuate both. > 

In 1990, radical Earth Day actions happened around the continent that successfully brought 
together diverse groups in attempts particularly to highlight the contradictions between capitalism 
and ecology. On Wall Street and in the San Francisco financial district, attempts were made to disrupt 
trading for the day through combinations of mobile affinity groups, street theater, and more 
traditional civil disobedience. Creative and radical actions also took place in OR,VT, OH, MI WI & MN. 

Continuing this legacy, we are calling for decentralized local and/or regional Radicalize Earth 
Day events around the continent. One example might be land takeovers to create liberated spaces for 
community gardens, green space or other local needs. Other ideas might include targeting local 
financial institutions with particularly heinous social or ecological practices, street theater, anti- 
capitalist fairs, etc. 

We see radicalizing Earth Day as a process rather than a singular event. To this end we 
strongly encourage educational activities such as study groups, teach-ins, and the production of local 
literature that take on the questions of the connection between ecology and other forms of domination 
such as sexism, heterosexism, racism, economic oppression, and state control of our lives. 
Connections can also be made to energy issue such as nuclear power, offshore and wilderness oil 
exploration and the need to develop community power through renewable energy sources. 

This call was initiated by the Youth Greens to be endorsed and further developed by anti- 
authoritarian and grassroots ecology groups and other affinity groups, collectives, etc around the 
continent. We'd like to use the Youth Greens newsletter as one means of communication.

THE FREE SILVIA BARALDINI CAMPAIGN, AND WHY THE AYF SHOULD SUPPORT IT @)

Sila Baraldini l an Italian citizen. She has been held es a political prisoner in the U.S. since 1982, and is currently serving a 43 year sentence 
for conspiracy (a crime that usually gets no more than 12 years). Her charges included conspiracy to commit bank robbery, and to free Assata 
Shakur, a famous Black Liberation Army prisoner, from jal. For two years, Silvia, along with other political prisoners Susan Rosenberg and 
Alejadrina Torres, was subjected to psychological torture in the Lexington Control Unit d 


` Silvia was an active opponent of the Vietnam War during the 1980°s. In the 1970's she worked in the white community against racism, and in 
support of the rights of colonized people to self-defense and armed resistance. She's worked in community groups for gay and lesbian liberation, 
and founded a material aid campaign for Zimbabwe (evidence of her concem for international Iberation movements). 


She has been refused repatriation to Italy, in spite of her sister's tragic death in 1990 and her own battle 
with uterine cancer. There is a movement to have Silvia transferred to Italy to have her sentence carried out 
there, where the prisons are more humane and less crowded than in the United States. This movement has 
been supported by the kaian government, 90% of the Italian parliament, and a coalition of wimmin's groups, 
and yet has stil been denied by the Justice Department The right to repatriation to ones home country is 
guaranteed by the Strusbourgh Convention, an international treaty signed by the U.S. and Italy, among other 
countries. 


The Justice Department has held her back due to “'Ms.Baraldini’s refusal! to cooperate” and her “lack of 
remorse for any of her crimes”. In reality, she is being persecuted for her radical political stances, which she 
refuses to give up on. 


Silvia Baraidini is one of over 100 politice! prisoners and Prisoners of War held in the United States of 
America. They include members of the Black, Latino and Native American liberation movements, the Puerto 
Rican independence movement, the wimmin’s and queer communities, the Antiimperialist movement, the 
Peace movement and several from the Anarchist movement as well. They are all imprisoned for their politics, 
and attempting to put these beliefs into action. For this they have been labelled “terrorists” by the U.S. government, and have received unusually 
harsh treatment (in the form of prison isolation, extratong sentences, torture, etc.). 


Not surprisingly, these prisoners are seldom supported by the authoritarian left, who hope to distance themselves so they will not be perceived 


@s extremists (by “authoritarian” | mean parties such as Spartacists League, international Socialist League, Workers World, etc.). They have been 
all but swept under the rug, with the exception of the support they get from their individual movements/communities. 


In the last two years, a movernent has been gaining momentum (lead in part by FREEDOM NOWI) to unite all these struggles under the 
banner of freeing U.S. political prisoners. There have been several conferences, demonstrations and an international tribunal was held in October 
of 1990 in New York City condemning the United States government for their ilegal acts of persecution. FREEDOM NOWI is also planning to hold 
demonstrations on the 500th anniversary of Columbus calling attention to the continued repression of American Indian prisoners, as well as those 
from other struggles. 


Prisoner support is a key element in the success of all revolutionary movements. Unfortunately, there has been far from enough in recent years 
in regards to the anarchist movement and the left in general. Our comrades rot in jal, and are forced to fight the battle alone. If (as we are hoping) 
the anarchist and other movements catch on In the U.S. in coming years, Many more of us are sure to get sent down. This is the inevitable reality 
of building a revolution. But a strong prisoner support movement can make the stay far shorter and more bearable. 

Furthermore, individuals are less likely to engage in necessary actions (bank expropriations, armed actions, etc.) if there is not a movement to 
support them when they get caught And those in jail are likely to give up the struggle, to make prison life easier and face less repression. 

Finally, strong anarchist involvement in the prisoner support movement gives us more credibility with Black, Latino, American indian, 
Wimmin's, Queer and other movements who are at present well under-tepresented in anti-authoriterian circles. We become allies as opposed to 
outsiders, and struggle in solidarity with the oppressed. 

Here's what I'd like to see the AYF do. I'd like to see the AYF get involved in prisoner support coalitions, endorse 
liberation campaigns, participate in and organize demonstrations, raise funds, write priscners and help out in any other 
necessary way. Not as a “vanguard” where we are seeking to lead the movement, but because it is in our interests to 
do so, It's not hard. Groups already exist that are doing such work, it just relies cn us making contact, and offering to 
get involved. The work Is hard, but necessary and rewarding. Perhaps at the gathering we can plan a cohesive 
campaign to get things together. Till then, | urge people to get in touch with the groups listed below and get more 
information. These are real peoples lives we are talking about, there is no time to waste!

At the present time, they have about 100 members. 


Upon hearing this, | was very excited. The revolutions in the Eastern Bloc are moving fast and furious, and 
although a large portion of the people are being conned into dreams of capitalist “democracy”, a large anarchist 
movement is developing as well. The amount of success and repression these people face may have a lot to do with 


the amount of support Western Anarchists give them. There, money for fliers, bust funds, etc. is even more scarce, and 
crackdowns are still more frequent. : 


But anarchism continues, and this is a tremendous Opportunity to spread our revolutionary ideas. Because the 
situation is so volatile, and people will no doubt soon be disillusioned with the chains of capitalism, they will be looking 
for a third way. Many have already turned to fascism, as is especially apparent in what was East Germany. The fascists 


there also have the advantage of strong financial and Political support from racists in America such as W.A.R. and the 
Kian. 


But their other option, the one we hope the people of the Eastern nations will choose, is anarchism. Again, in 
order to become a major political force, the anarchists there will have to out organize the Nazis, and this means they'll 
need strong financial backing as well as Support This has worked in the past. When NYDAC (Predecessor to NYAYF) 
existed, we were twinned with a Polish @-youth group called MOVEMENT. On several Occasions, we held solidarity 
demonstrations for imprisoned activists, to publicize actions, etc. & many times it worked (such as people being 


released, etc.). Revolutionary solidarity really is strength, and a necessary part of a movement which sees itself as 
international. 


My suggestion is that we get in touch with the Bulgarian AYF and ask if they'd like to be added to our affiliate 
lis. Furthermore, that we keep in close contact with them and when they need help to raise Money. support for 
prisoners (through protests and letter writing campaigns, etc.), publicizing actions, etc. that we do It. And if people 
have any other ideas for ways to express solidarity we could do that, too. 


Finally, I'd like to add that | have a list of 50 or so anarchist groups from countries like the USSR, Rumania, 
Poland, Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia and more all of whom have active young people working with. them. If our contact

We are the Federation of Anarchist Youth cf Bulgaria, In Bul garia there are two mass 
organizations Of anarchists: the FAM (Our organization-Federatsia na Anarhistichnata 
Mlacej) anc the FAB (Federation of Anarchists in Bulgaria). There is also something of 
a group of anarcho-syndicalists and anarcho-pacifist group in Plovdiv. 


The FAM has about 100 members and sympathizers {about 50-50%)*. The FAP has about 400 
members, Mainly veteran anarchists who passed from facist concentration camps to com 
munist concentration camps. 


On October 15, 1990 the magazine "Free Thought" was printed. This is the first legal 
anarchist publication to be printed since 1947. 


FAM has participated in street demostrations in the months of June through August 1990 
in Sofia: street blocades and barricades, protesting in a tent camp on Presiden 
Square, etc. í 


Now we are in the process of organizing. We are a young organization — on June 22, 1990 
we held our constituent meeting. Our number one enemy reains the marxists. Vie suppose 
that soon we shall have serious e~-mies in the face of different naticnalistic, mon- 
archistic and conservative religious parties. With the democratic movements and organ- 
izations there now exists a tacit coalition. But we suppose that they first shall 

start the "war" against us (we hope not to the letter). 


The last of our actions was a protest funeral march on November 7 against Marxist rule, 
now and before, and a demostration in front ot the Soviet emassy after the "Bipaly 
Suniay" [massacrq, in Vilnius [Lithiuana] which took place on January 14, 1991.

Judge dismisses graffiti case 
against Williams anarchist 


A judge has dismissed charges against a Williams Col- 
iege senior accused of slapping political stickers on a pub- 
lic telephone after the student submitted a “point-by-point 
written condemnation of the charge. 

Self-described anarchist Brian M. Coan was arrested by 
Williamstown police last month and charged with wanton 
destruction of personal property after he was followed at 
a run down Spring Street by a college security officer. 

Coan’s arrest by police followed a scrics of graffiti acts 
going back many months. College officials were especialiy 
annoyed when someonc spray-painted an “eat the rich” 
slogan on the door of the college-owned Taconic Golf 
Club. 

In Northern Berkshire District Court last week, Judge 
Rita S. Koenigs heard approximately 30 minutes of argu- 
ment between Coan, who represented himself, and a 
county prosecutor. She then found Coan innocent. 

Coan argued Oct. 16 his act was not wanton or mali- 
cious, that there was no destruction of the telephone and 
that the telephone is private, not public, property, since it 
belongs to New England Telephone & Telegraph Co. He 
called the charge “somewhat ridiculous, a waste of time 
and clearly politically motivated.”

Coan in court today; 
claims he’s followed 
by Williams security 


Avowed ‘anarchist’ Brian M. Coan, charged by town 
police earlier this month with “malicious destruction of 
personal property” for putting political stickers on a pub- 
lic telephone, says he was followed on Oct. 19 by Williams 
College security officers. 

Chief of Security Ransom H. Jenks says he has no knowl- 
edge of such surveillance and believes it did not occurred. 

Coan, a three-time selectman candidate, was due in 
Northern Berkshire District Court today (Wednesday) in 
a further hearing on the charge. He said he will argue the 
property — belonging to New England Telephone Co. — is 
not public property. 

Coan says two friends visiting for the weekend brought 
with them a police-band radio and monitored what they 
believed were conversations among Williams securily 
officers describing Coan’s movements among campus 
buildings. 

“I think its kind of disturbing because I think it is a viola- 
tion of my civil liberties,” says Coan, a Williams senior. 
“Iv’s definitely harassment. It’s definitely an invasion of 
privacy.” i 

Jenks says specifically that officers were not following 
Coan around. But he says that sort of activity -- broadly 
speaking — is what they do all the time. ’ 

“Security people will do things for security sake alone,” 
says Jenks. “If someone is acting suspiciously they might 
watch them. That is what they are here for.”

THE CASE FOR AN AYF POLITICAL STATEMENT 5) 


BY DAN/NYAYF (Originally printed as a letter to THE CATCH in response to the above 
article) 


In Minneapolis, | was one of the folks who thought we should drop the LOVE & RAGE political statement, as it was 
too “lefty” (ie boring, stuffy, etc.) But, after a few months working in the office (hence, frequent arguments on this 
topic), & experience working with other communities (Black, Latino, Queer, Wimmin’s, etc.) | have since changed my 
position & | think the political statement is an important tool in @ organizing. Basically, | came to the obvious 
conclusion that anarchists are quite a varied bunch. There’s the neo-pagans, Individualists, lifestylists, satan-archists, 
pacifists, situationists, class war types, etc., etc. A million strands, all preaching their version of “anarchy”. In the eyes 
of the left, we’re mostly perceived as a bunch of chaos causing nihilists/individualists who hate everything and have no 
political agenda/direction. In the eyes of the public, we're elther bomb-throwing nuts or carrot worshipping, drug 
addicted hippy freakazoids. With stereotypes such as these, it’s no wonder we seem to attract more crazies than actual 
people who should have a vested interest in the big circle @. 


LOVE & RAGE represents one faction of the anarchist movement: the revolutionaries & those who want to do 
something NOW. | should hope the AYF Is the same in that respect (revolutionary, and interested in action, though from 
recent stuff I've heard I’m not so sure). For that reason, i'm going to make a lot of comparisons between LOVE & 
RAGE'’s past experiences with the political statement, and the AYF debate going on right now. 


Both LOVE & RAGE and AYF have got one hell of a bad rep to live down (Thanks to the capitalist media, and 
many of our loony “comrades” into carrot worship and mudpeople). We're going to have to convince the left (by that, | 
mean the left that's not party bureaucrat bullshitters. That's Black & Latino militants, and the rank & file of lefty groups 
like RCP, WWP, SWP, etc. who still have blind faith that the party can make revolution and represents their interests), 
the public and everyone else that we have defined politics, a direction to work in & that it applies to their lives. That 
ain't easy. Making a “political statement” lays our vision, beliefs and goals out in a concise manner, and is one way of 
communicating our views. 


Also, as | mentioned above, LOVE & RAGE is one of the first current @ papers to reach out to sections of the 
population @'s have avoided in recent years (the poor, blacks, latinos, queers, wimmin, youth, etc. Some folks will 
argue that this ain't true, and @'s have targeted these groups. ff that’s so, how come there are so many straight, white, 
well educated men in the movement, and so few of the above others?). Again, the AYF should be targeting these 
groups, too (hopefully it will one day get its ass out of the punk rock ghetto). These folks (above oppressed groups) 
frequently don't know Anarchists sympathize with (and often engage in) their struggles. When they open the pages of 
LOVE & RAGE, they may not see articles which directly concern them. Furthermore, if they see a bunch of white, 
middle-class punks and hippies sitting around discussing homebrew, goofiness and hardcore crust-o-rama, they may 
get the wrong idea as well). But, if they see in the political statement that we support queer lib., or Puerto Rican 
liberation struggles they may see that anarchists offer a tangible thing to their struggles:that being an anti-authoritarlan, 
non-hierarchal analysis. 


Finally, a political statement really helps in terms of process. In Minneapolis, we collectively agreed to dump 
Mid-South AYF. There was no problem, as they had recently disbanded. But what if they had fought it? And what about 
the other nutjobs out there who consider themselves “AYF" but continue to be homophobic, beat their girlfriends, are 
sexist, anti-choice, etc.? (I've met a lot of them) Many folks feel they are a minority, but it only takes one of them to get 
on TV & spout bullshit, or talk at an anti-racist meeting about “black racism”, for us to be heavily discredited. A political 
statement would help rectify this. It would give us a basis upon which to expel idiots, it would keep wingnuts out and 
would make sure one fool couldn't make us all look like fools. | know this from first hand experience. Few folks outside 
New York will remember NYDAC (Predecessor to AYF) but that group basically broke down after cops, RCP infiltrators, 
pacifist “legalize hemp” folks and other assorted uglies flooded the group. And because we were “open”, there was 
no way to boot them (always some hippy would say, “That's being fascist” & “You're purging folks just like Stalin”). 
That whole “slack” thing doesn't work In practice. And if you let any nut inte meetings, you can be assured that 
collectivism, not talking over other people, respecting wimmin and those not outspoken will all go right out the door. 
The way | see it, because the AYF has no official “Membership” or screening process, | think the political statement is 
a must. 


| hope this answers some of your questions on the AYF political statement debate. I'd also be interested in 
hearing folks who are anti-political statement, and how they would resolve the above problems. And remember, just 
because we wani to state our beliefs does not mean it has to come out dry or boring!
